Ronald Rice, one of the mayor's aides 
and Keith Ali, the Warden of Essex County Jail were 
also on hand as observers, but no one spoke, it was 
really the Bloods and Crips' affair. 


The *Peace Treaty" was drawn up by Stanley 
*Tookie" Williams a co-founder of the Crips. 
Several other *gang members" did not wish to be 
identified, but leaders on both sides pledged to tell 
others about the truce. 


We think they are serious, and we must help now 
no matter the consequences. They gripped about a 
lack of opportunities to have jobs. 

This columnist believes that all young men need 
somewhere to train for employment, to let their 
ideas work.
